Tourist from 
eastern Europe 
raped in Tel Aviv

A 28-year-old tourist was raped 
and beaten Friday evening on Allen- 
by Street in Tel Aviv. 


A police spokesman said that the 
woman, who came to Israel from 
eastern Europe a few days ago,.was 
attacked while she was descending 
the stairs of the underground pas- 
sage leading to the Carmel market.

On Friday aftemoon a 2]-year- 
old woman came to the Holon po- 
lice station and said that while visit- 
ing her uncle in the town, a friend of 
her uncle's had come to the apart- 
ment. raped her and fled after lock- 
ing her in. Her uncle was absent at 
the time. she said. 


A few hours later. detectives ar- 
rested the 23-year-old uncle. who is 
known to the police as a heavy drug 
user. Police suspect he may have 
arranged the rape in payment for 
drugs. The suspected rapist. aged 
30, was also arrested. Both will be 
brought before a judge today.

Jackson to meet 
with Arad in bid 
to improve image

WASHINGTON - The Reverend 
Jesse Jackson is scheduled to meet 
today with Ambassador Moshe 
Arad, as part of Jackson's continu- 
ing effort to improve his relations 
with Israel and the American Jewish 

community. 

Israeli officials said that Jackson 
requested the meeting with Arad. 
which will be held at the envoy's 
residence. 

The meeting is an apparent out- 
growth of Arad’s private conversa- 
tion at the Democratic National 
Convention in Atlanta last month 
with Bert Lance. the former Carter 
administration official who today 
serves as an adviser to Jackson. 

Jackson. who has had a stormy 
relationship with Israel and the 
American Jewish community over 
the years. is said by his aides to be 
very anxious to improve his image. 
The unsuccessful Democratic presi- 
dential candidate is described as de- 
termined to ease concems that he is 
anti-Israel or anti- Semitic. 

Jackson will be accompanied to 
today’s meeting by two prominent 
black politicians. Democratic Rep- 
resentative Mervyn Dymally of Cal- 
ifornia, a member of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committeee and the 
chairman of the Black Congressio- 
nal Caucus; and Percy Sutton, the 


former Manhattan borough presi- 
dent. Jackson will also be joined by 
Peter Strauss. the wealthy New 
York businessman and Democratic 
Party activist who was a Jackson 
supporter during the campaign. 
Strauss is also active in several Jew- 
ish organizations. including the 
American Jewish Committee. 


“He [Jackson] wants to be recog- 
nized as a leader,” an Israeli official 
said when asked why Jackson had 
sought the meeting with Arad. “He 
wants to show that he has the capac- 
ity to meet with the Israelis,” 

Israeli officials stressed that the 
meeting was private. insisting that 
Jackson was not coming with any 
official messages. 


In the past. Jackson has been ac- 
tive in behind-the-scenes efforts to 
win the release of Israeli soldiers 
captured in Lebanon. Last year, he 
wrote to Syrian President Hufez al- 
Assad to complain about the sanctu- 
ary given in Damascus to a Nazi war 
criminal. Alois Brunner. He also 
has raised the matter of Soviet Jew- 
ry with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

Although he failed to capture the 
presidential or vice-presidential 
nomination. he has clearly emerged 
from the campaign with heightened 
political influence and credibility as 
a power in the Democratic Party. 


Mapam, Centre to sign 
surplus vote agreement

Mapam and the Centre Move- 
ment intend to sign a surplus-vote 
agreement following a similar ar- 
rangement made {fast week by La- 
bour and the Citizens Rights Move- 
ment. 

Both Mapam and the Centre 
Movement were filled with dismay 
over the agreement signed berween 
Labour and the CRM. accusing 
them of reneging on previous 
commitments. 

“Mapam had an unwritten agree- 
ment with the CRM on surplus votes 
and we were supposed to sign a simi- 
lar agreement with Labour. But the 
CRM violated the agreement with 
Mapam and Labour proved equally 
unreliable,” Centre Movement 
sources told The Jerusalem Post

The CRM last week denied hav- 
ing made any deal on surplus votes 
with Mapam or having been ap- 
proached by Mapam about one. 
The decision to sign a surplus- 


vote agreement was made by Ma- 
pam MK Ya’ir Tsaban and Centre 
Movement leader Amnon Rubin- 
stein last week. “We want to stress 
our belonging to the peace camp 
and want the public to vote for us 
without fear of wasting their votes. 
The head of the largest camp, not 
party. is the one asked to form the 
government,” Centre Movement 
sources explained. 

Meanwhile, Labour's Young 
Guard election campaign staff is ex- 
pected to tell cabinet members to- 
day that if Israel annexes the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. it would 
have to confer citizenship on 1.7 
million Arabs who would then be 
able to elect 40 Knesset members. 

The staff are to arrive at the 
Prime Minister's Office at noon with 
a box containing thousands of sym- 
bolic identity cards to illustrate the 
consequences of annexing the terri- 
tories, as some Likud ministers de- 
mand. The Labour activists intend 
to hand the cards to ministers after 
the cabinet meeting. 


Emergency excavation saves remains of 
Bronze Age town in Western Galilee

MA‘ALOT - An emergency arche- 
ological excavation, carried out to 
save a Western Galilee site damaged 
by a bulldozer, unexpectedly tumed 
up signs of a fortified town from the 
early Bronze Age. 


Elliot Braun. a senior archeolo- 
gist of the Department of Antiqui- 
ties began the excavations late last 
week after a bulldozer working on a 
building site near Moshav Meona. 


not far from here, uncovered a wall 
and tower from the third millennium 
BCE. “We have found the town's 
wall, a fortification 2.8 m. high and 
the remains of a semi-circular tower. 
We also have evidence of at least 
one house. inside the wall. which is 
typical of the period of the begin- 
ning of urbanization in this area.” 
Braun said. 

The archeological remains may 
cover “a very large area.” Braun 
said. Salvage operations are expect- 
ed to continue next week.

Jewish leaders see brighter side 
of Anglican stand on conversion

LONDON - Jewish leaders are put- 
ting a positive face on the Lambeth 
Conference's resolution on Chris- 
tian-Jewish relations. Instead of a 
declaration stating clearly that the 
conversion of Jews to Christianity 
was undesirable. the 500 Anglican 
bishops meeting at Canterbury en- 
dorsed a watered-down document 
on relations among Jews, Christians 
and Moslems. 

Moslems were included in the res- 
olution at the insistence of the bish- 
op of Jerusalem and the Middle 
East. Dr. Samir Kafity. whe argued 
“that to address Jews alone would 
be interpreted as political bias.” 

The original draft resolution, 
drawn up by the bishop of Oxford, 
the Rt. Reverend Dr. Richard Har- 
ries, was much more strongly word- 


ed and stated clearly that Christians 
should not convert Jews at all. But 
what was finally approved was a res- 
olution telling Christians they 
should “no longer make aggressive 
and manipulative attempts” to con- 
vert Jews, 


The chief rabbi of Britain, Lord 
Jakobovits, welcomed the final res- 
olution and hoped that it would lead 
to “a new era in Jewish-Christian 
relations, centred on what we have 
in common as well as on respect for 
our differences.” 


Nevertheless, the resolution's 
wording makes clear that the view 
that Jews need not be converted is 
presented as one opinion rather 
than official policy, and the opposite 
view — to placate the evangelists -- is 
given equal weight. The chief rabbi 
acknowledged that “the Jewish 


community would have welcomed 
an outright condemnation of all 
forms of missionary activity.” 


‘The “‘Palestine-Israel resolution 
almost slipped through without 
comment. The bishops unanimously 
approved, with no amendments, a 
resolution which in addition to af- 
firming the existence of the state of 
Israel, affirms the right of Palestin- 
ians to self-determination “includ- 
ing choice of their own representa- 
tives and the establishment of their 
own state.”

Neal Sher, Director of U.S. Office of Special Investigations: 
‘More interest than ever in prosecuting war criminals’

It is incredible to hear Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim claim 
there were no massacres in the Ko- 
zara Mountains of Yugoslavia when 
he served there as a Wehrmacht 
lieutenant during World War II. 
since Kozara was to Yugoslavs what 
Auschwitz was to Jews, said Neal 
Sher, director of the Office of Spe- 
cial Investigations in the U.S. Jus- 
tice Department. 

“His words are just as dangerous 
as those of people who deny the 
Holocaust outright,” Sher said last 
week in an address to members of 
the International Association of 
Jewish Lawyers and Jurists at Beit 
Hapraklit in Tel Aviv. 

His statement was challenged by a 
member of the audience who asked: 
“How can you act as Waldheim’s 
judge when you are supposed to be 
a prosecutor?” Sher seemed mo- 
mentarily flustered. but what he 


τ gead from documents he pulled from 


his file showed that his statements 
ing Waldheim were grounded 

jn established facts. “I never call a 
son a criminal unless I can base 
myself on court decisions.” he re- 
plied amid applause from the audi- 


ence. : 

Sher is here under the auspices of 
the World Jewish Congress. which 
has been in the forefront of the 
move to brand Waldheim ἃ war 
criminal. On April 17. 1987 the OSI 
placed Waldheim on the watch-list 
of persons barred from entering the 


US. 

The OST determined that he had 
engaged in the following acts of per- 
secution: the transfer of civilian pris- 
oners to the 5S for exploitation as 
slave labour, the mass deportation 
of civilians to concentration and 


death camps, the deportation of 
Jews from Greek islands and from 
Banja Luka, Yugoslavia, to concen- 
tration and death camps. the utiliza- 
tion of anti-Semitic propaganda, the 
mistreatment and execution of Al- 
lied prisoners and reprisal execu- 
tions of bostages. 

Sher said that there was more in- 
terest now than ever in the prosecu- 
tion of Nazi war crimes since the 
Nuremberg trials immediately after 
World War 11, including the 1960- 
1961 Eichmann trial. “The U.S. is io 
the lead.” 

He was asked why the U.S. does 
not follow in the footsteps of Cana- 
da, Australia and England which re- 
cently passed legislation making it 
possible to prosecute war criminals 
living as citizens within their bor- 
ders. His answer was that the U.S. 
Constitution forbids ex post facto 
prosecution. This permits his office 
only to work for the denaturaliza- 
tion and eventual deportation of 
suspected war criminals on charges 
that they lied on their visa applica- 
tions, he said. “But our judges apply 
such high standards of proof that 
they are virtually the same as in 
criminal cases.” 


He cited the case of Karl Linnas, 
who was found io have been the 
chief of the concentration camp at 
Tartu, Estonia, from 1941 to 1943. 8 
fact which he concealed on his visa 
application. He was deported to the 
Soviet Union on April 20. 1987 and 
died there of natural causes three 
months later. “ His case had dragged 
on for years whiie his lawyers had it 
Teviewed by no less than 17 tribu- 
nals,” Sher said. 

“The tragedy of the Linnas and 
other cases.” Sher continued. “is 
that the younger generation of 
Americans of Baltic and East Euro- 
pean extraction think of them as 
heroes. I talk to these people and 
explain that we-go after individuals, 
not ethnic groups.” Sher seemed 
sceptical about the effectiveness of 
such talks. He stressed. however. 
that the strenuous opposition to the 
work of his office by ethaic groups 
does not slow it down. 

He added thar he is not a political 
appointee. “I speak to groups as a 
U.S. government official, and not as 
a Jew.” 

Over the years. he has received 
many threatening phone calls and 
letters.

OSI since its inception in 1979, after 
being in private practice for five 
years. Following service as deputy 
director for three vears, he became 
head of OSI in March 1985. He is 
proud of having been the first mem- 
ber of his office to take depositions 
in the Soviet Union. In his view. this 
landmark step paved the way for 
additional evidence-gathering in the 
USSR. He also successfully prose- 
cuted the office's first case (U.S. v. 
Osidach, in Philadelphia), which es- 
tablished critical legal and procedur- 
al precedents. 


The OST has a staff of about 35. 
which includes 15 lawyers in addi- 
tion to investigators and historians. 
About half the staff are Jewish, Sher 
said. “You can’t do this work unless 
you are committed to it. One of my 
three deputiés is a non-Jew.” he 
added. The office has an annual 
budget of about $3 million. 


It has 30 cases in the courts now 
and since its inception has caused 
the deportation of 20 persons. “We 
have lost only one case. which may 
be one of the best. if not the best 
record in the Justice Department.” 
The OSI has about 600 cases under 


investigation and since 1979 has tak- 
en 75 cases to court. It bas stripped 
29 naturalized citizens of their citi- 
zenship. Not all these cases resulted 
in deportation, as some persons vol- 
uotanly left the country or died. 


In addition, the office has on its 
computers the particulars of 9,800 
former SS men who served as con- 
centration camp guards. Also com~- 
puterized are the names of about 
2.000 former members of the Ein- 
Satzgruppen mobile SS killing units. 
Sher estimates that his office may 
have work for another five to seven 
years, before old age will take its toll 
both among suspects and witnesses. 


He said that he was often asked: 
“Why do you still go after the *smali 
fry." 43 years after the war?” By way 
of answer, Sher cited the case of 
Bogdan Koziy, who last year es- 
caped to Costa Rica to avoid depor- 
tation to Russia. “In Galicia in 1942, 
Koziy held a revolver to the head of

NASA officials said the 
failure would delay the test for at 
least three days and possibly a week. 

The shakedown exercise was halt- 
ed when a computer mounted on 
one of Discovery's main engines de- 
tected a sluggish hydrogen fuel valve 
and abruptly shut down the firing 
sequence a split second before igni- 
tion. 

NASA tentatively rescheduled 
the firing for 7:30 a.m. (1130 GMT) 
today but officials acknowledged 
that the delay may be even longer if 
technicians have to replace faulty 
equipment. 

The 20-second firing is a crucial 
hurdle to prove Discovery is fit to fly 
the first shuttle mission in two-and- 
a-half years. 

The shuttle fleet has been ground- 


PAHUTE MESA, Nevada (AP) -

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Palestinian pragmatism now vital 


KING HUSSEIN keeps coming up with his 
surprises practically every day since he deliv- 
ered his major policy statement last Sunday, 
announcing the severing of Jordan’s ties with 
the West Bank. At one fell swoop the Jordani- 
an monarch has moved to centre stage of the 
Middle East policy game, keeping everybody 
guessing what his next move will be. 

At the time of his address, when he kept 
referring obliquely to measures, without spec- 
ifying them, many pundits still thought that he 
had some previous symbolic moves in mind 
and that this was just another of the king’s 
clever political gimmicks. 

But while everybody was still debating 
whether his move was merely tactical, or 
whether it implied a new strategic approach, 
the Jordanian monarch showed all concerned 
that he means business this time. And busi- 
ness it is, indeed, because Hussein believes 
book he has been taken for granted for far too 
long. 

Thus, he cancelled his ambitious $1.3 bil- 
lion development plan for the West Bank, in 
advance of his policy statement. That move 
was followed on Thursday by the disrnissal of 
some 21,000 Palestinians in the West Bank 
who remained Jordanian civil servants 
throughout the 21 years of Israel’s rule of the 
territories. And to leave no doubt in any- 
body’s mind, the Jordanian government yes- 
terday abolished the Ministry for Occupied 
Territories Affairs, as well as the special High 
Commission for these territories. 

These affairs will be dealt with from now on 
by a department in the Jordanian Foreign 

istry, a move that is of symbolic signifi- 
cance beyond its organizational meaning. Be-

But even these are now subject to “PLO 
approval,” as Amman formally claims, clearly 
putting the ball in the Palestinians’ court. 

Undoubtedly, King Hussein has succeeded 
in upsetting the political apple-carts of all the 
partners to the Middle East policy game, 
which was probably one of his main inten- 
tions. But those who were most confused and 
upset this past week were the Palestinians 
themselves. Although paying lipservice to 
welcoming the king’s move which put the fate 
of the West Bank in the hands of the PLO, 
praising it as a major achievement of the 
intifada, they understood only too well that 
they would suffer most from this newly creat- 
ed political vacuum. 

Now that the iiejesoner and the ΣΟ 
appear to be called upon to step into 
breach, they have an unprecedented chance to 
display political wisdom and pragmatism, 
something they have failed to do at every 
given stage of the Israel-Arab conflict. If to 
believe initial or premature reports of plans to 
declare a Palestininan state along the lines of 
the 1947 UN partition plan with a Palestinian 
government-in-exile headed by Yasser Ara- 
fat, as well as other senior PLO leaders, this 
would be the worst move they could possibly 
make. 

There could be no better ammunition for 
Israel's nationalist camp which claims all 
along that any territorial concession to the 
Palestinians would endanger Israel’s own very 
existence, since they regard the Galilee just as 
much occupied territory as the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

Instead of embarking once more on wild 
and totally unattainable political dreams, the 
Palestinians in the territories should appoint a 
national committee of their own, which would 
have the blessing of the PLO and would be a 
truly representative body of the residents of 
the territories. Such a committee could then 
deal with the Israeli authorities with ad hoc 
problems deriving from King Hussein's latest 
moves and, hopefully, in the not too distant 
future with first steps towards a renewed 
peace process that would entail an interim 
solution for these territories. 

This is the time when Palestinian pragma- 
tism is more vital than ever before.

THE “JORDANIAN option” has 
been dead for years; this week, King 
Hussein finally gave it a proper buri- 
al. The best proof of his determina- 
tion to renounce political responsi- 
bility for the West Bank and Gaza is 
Jordan Television's decision to stop 
forecasting temperatures west of the 
Jordan River. 

Hussein's action is fully consistent 
with his policy on the Palestinian 
question, at least since the late 
1970s. The same can be said of Is- 
raeli reactions, which predictably di- 
vide along party lines. Labour lead- 
ers accuse the Likud of killing the 
Jordanian option. They also contin- 
ve to suggest that it is not really and 
truly dead. Foreign Minister Peres 
has called Hussein’s speech “more 
declarative than practical” and ar- 
gued that a Labour victory in No- 
vember will resuscitate the Jordani- 
an option. 

Others insist that West Bank and 
Gaza residents will invite Hussein's 
re-engagement when they discover 
that they cannot manage without 
him. 

Likud spokesmen argue jubilantly 
that the lack of a Jordanian partner 
for the Jordanian option has ex- 
posed the hollowness of Labour pol- 
icy. Mindless of the non sequitur. 
they then go on to reaffirm the va- 
lidity of Likud policy. 

While Palestinian partners are not 
exactly beating down the door, 
Prime Minister Shamir insists that 
“the importance of the Camp David 
autonomy agreements is only 
strengthened” by Hussein's 
declaration. 


SO KING HUSSEIN has intifadaed 
himself of the “West Bank,” which 
his ther Abdullah grabbed 
four decades ago in the war in which 
his army and the armies of several 
other Arab states tried to snuff out 
the life of the fledgling State of 
Israel. 

That grab was recognized only by 
Great Britain and Pakistan. Most of

Unemployment data 


defies expectations 


There was no dramatic increase in 
unemployment during the second 
quarter of the year, contrary to pre- 


vious expectations. Figures released ἡ 


at the end of last week by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics show that 
the average rate of unemployment 
for the April to June quarter stood 
at 5.9%, compared with 5.8% over 
the previous three mouths. 

While the figures released by the 
bureau indicate that a much feared 
recession has not materialized, they 
also show that unemployment has 
been slowly rising over the last 
months. At the end of 1987, the 


unemployment rate stood at 5.6%.. 

The bureau bases it unemploy- 
ment statistics on periodic surveys 
and classifies as unemployed, peo- 
ple without work but actively look- 
ing for a job via labour bureaus. 
newspaper advertisements or direct- 
ly at the workplace. 


The figures also show that the rate 
of male unemployment was 5.3% in 
the second T Of the year, com- 
pared with 5.2% in the previous 
three months. 

Unemployment among women 


was higher, 6.9%, compared with 
6.8% in the previous quarter. 


Public sector wage talks | 
shadowed by agreement 
reached in private sector 


Post Labour 

The Histadrut and will 
resume the stalled public sector 
wage negotiations this afternooi at 
the labour federation head 
in Tel Aviv. Histadrut officials last 
night were not optimistic that the 
two obstacles preventing the ac- 
cord’s signing would be cleared at 
today’s talks. 

The officials, however, expressed 
their satisfaction at the labour 
agreement for the private sector 
reached late Thursday night after 
seven hours of talks with the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 

Under the accord. signed by 
Trade Union Department head 
Haim Haberfeld and Dan Proper, 
chairman of the manufacturers’ la- 
bour committee, most workers in 
the private sector will move to a 45- 
hour, five-day work week. 

The 45-bour week will come into 
effect this month, except in agricul- 
ture, construction and the hotel sec- 
tor. The employers and unions in 
these sectors will hold separate ne- 
gotiations over the reduction in 
weekly work hours, taking into ac- 
count the special needs and econom- 
ic situation of these branches of the 


economy. 

The transition to a five-day week 
moreover, will not be immediate for 
all factories, although the accord 
states this move has to be completed 
within a two-year period. 

The Histadrut and the manufac- 
turers also agreed to imcrease the 
size of the money set aside for work- 
ers’ pension funds. Workers will pay 
0.5% of their salaries towards their 
pensions while the employers will 
pay 1%. 

Today’s talks between the labour 
federation ‘and the Treasury mean- 
while, will focus on the Histadrut’s 
demand for a 42-hour work week in 
the public sector and the inclusion of 
government industrial corporations 
within the scope of the accord. 

The Treasury has so far insisted it 
will only agree to a 43-hour work 
week while neither side’s lawyers 
have so far found an acceptable for- 
mula for the clause concerning the 
government corporations. The 
problem bere centres on the Trea- 
sury’s insistence that corporations in 
financial difficulties will not be 
obliged to pay the already agreed 
upon 11% wage hike over two years 
for public sector employees.
